Like Fumes 
From Cauldron 

Our drive yesterday from High 
River was something I'd just 
rather forget. 

About 30 miles of it was over 
a brand new road with a top of 
brand new oil that was just short 
of actually bubbling. The heat 
was shimmering up across the 
shadeless plains like fumes from 
a cauldron. 

We stopped at a baked ham- 
let for gas and an old fellow 
who looked as if he'd been boil- 
ed looked after us. I made some 
hollow remark about the wea- 
ther, 

“It is a mite muggy today,” 

the old fellow agreed, thus ut- 
tering the understatement of the 
year. 
I said we found it hard to take 
because we're from Vancouver 
where most times you have a bit 
of breeze to take the sting out 
of the sun. 

“Can't starki Vancouver,” the 
old boy said in a dry croak, 
“Get too much rain out there.” 


Some Remote 
Memory 


The weather hu- caused me 
to have a peculiar feeling, a 
quirk of memory that I experi- 
enced one before. 

I was born in Winnipeg and 
was there until I was five or 
six when my father was able to 
escape, fairly well fried, but 
still in his right mind. I'd never 
been back until this spring when 
The Sun sent me down to cover 
the floods. 


One day there Ross Munro 
and I took a drive out along the 
Assiniboine River to see how the 
stream was flooding. This took us 
through the suburb of St, James 
and I had the most peculiar 
feeling of having been there be- 
fore, When I got home, I asked 
my mother where we'd lived in 
Winnipeg. She seid we'd lived 
in St. James. 

Well, I had something of that 
feeling yesterday. The weather 
stirred some forgotten meteor- 
ological memories in the back 
of my brain, something filed and 
forgotten for 30-odd years. 


And Then 
Rains Came 

There wasn't a cloud in the 
sky as far as you could see, 
which seems about a million 
miles in every direction, The 
sky looked as if God had air- 
brushed it with baby blue paint 
But something in me announced 
that there would be a real rip- 
snorting thunder storm before 
the night was over. 

There was, too, and not more 
than a half-hour after we'd got 
the trailer set up. Again I had 
the feeling of having experi- 
enced such a storm before. 

There was, first the wind, hot 
and heavy and then the whole 
western sky lit up with a light- 
ning flash that was blinding. The 
thunder cracked with a ripping, 
tearing sound overhead and 
shook the trailer. 

We were all scared to pieces. 

I am finishing up this piece 
several hours after I began it 
and in a much better frame of 
mind.

There was 
the thick, pungent, damp fra- 
grance that comes when the hot
